WALLS OF NEW |
“P. 0. BUILDING
COLLAPSE

Without W_a;ning Side
And Front Walls
Crumble

Three persons were caught in the
crash when the one-story brick post
office building under construction
at Lomita collapsed at 10:00 o’clock
last Saturday. When the building
caved in the massive steel girders
and brick fell outward and caught
the automobile of Inspector R. C.
